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TEE DEATH OF THE REVEREND 
THOMAS J. RUGER. A. M. 
The very large number of friends of Her. 
Thomas J. Uajer. arc saddened at the 
announcement of his death which occurred 
on Sunday morning. For nearly eight 
weeks he had bi en ill from a cold, which 
resulted in pneumonia. He struggled pa­ 
tiently with the disease, but despite the 
best treatment and the tenderest nursing 
and the most watchful care, he quietly and 
peacefully pissed away at six o'clock on 
the morning of Easter Day. 
To the life, services, and character of 
Mr. Huger, is attached more than ordinary 
interest. 
Ile was one of the most respected 
cl erg} men of the Protestant Episcopal 
church in this State. 
Ue was born in 
Northumberland, Saratoga county, New 
York, February 23, 1802. In early life Le 
worked on his father’s farm, receiving the 
benefit* otjgaod public and private schools, 
aud was, rn hen quite a young man, a school 
teacher lor a year or more. 
Holering Un­ 
ion College, Schenectady, New York, at 
the age of twenty two, he graduated, atter 
pursuing i s fall course of study, with high 
honors, and taking therefrom the degree of 
Master of Arts. In 1*30 he became the 
successor of Rev. Dr. Wilbur Fiske, as 
principal 
of Wilbraham Academy, in 
Massachusetts, and two years afterwards 
Was app unfed president ot the Wesleyan 
Seminary, at Lima, New York, which 
posit! in he Ailed fora period of lour years, 
wbvn he resigned. 
lo 1830 he was ordained a priest of the 
Protestant Episcopal church, and soon af­ 
ter became the rector of Christ church 


house of mourning, and help to bury tho 
dead. 
Father Roger filled his place in the 
hearts of his children in the church, so 
properly, so acceptably and so deservedly, 
that all regarded his ministritions with fa. 
Tor and his benedictions as blessings. 
Thus, for many years, he lived and worked 
in Janesville, beloved and respected as a 
man among rn en, and as a minister in the 
church. 
The Huger family in 
America, from 
which the deceased sprung, came, in the 
seventeenth century from Holland to New 
York, then New N ederland. 
The pater­ 
nal aacestors of Mr. Huger, for three gen­ 
erations bick, were born in Dutchess coun- 1 
ty, New York. 
His mother was Jane 
(Jewell) Huger of a Puritan family from 
Connecticut, of English ancestry. 
His 
grandmother, Katherine (Le Roy) Huger, 
was of a French Huguenot family. 
Mr. Huger was married soon after his 
graduation at college, to Bliss Marla Hutch- j 


Ids, of Lenox, Madison county, New York. j 
The issue of the marriage was four sons 
and three daughters, in all of which Mr- 
and Mrs. Huger have been greatly blessed.

Trinity church parish, of J anesville, wa* 
organized in September, 1841, Mr. Huger 
being its first rector. Ile officiated also at 
Beloit and Milton, holding missionary ser­ 
vices at those points for a year or more ; at 
the same time the regular services at Trin­ 
ity were not intermitted, 
la this field he I 
labored faithfully, and with a great degree 
of success, for more than ten years, and I 
built up a large parish. Commencing with 
not to exceed ten member?, it increased to 
the number of about two hundred commu. 
nicants within a period of ten years. 
In 
1853 he resigned the charge of Trinity par­ 
ish, aud retired from the active ministry 
He continued, however, to be a member of 
the diocese of this State, sod officiated 
in Trinity and Christ church parishes in 
this city, occasionally, at the request of the 
wardens, and 
when either parish was 
without a rector, until the fast few years. 
rn Mr. Huger organized a sohool of a high 
grade in this city not long after he settled 
here, which was called the Janesville 
Academy. 
It offered opportunities tor ac­ 
quiring a thorough education in English, 
the classics and mathematics, and did a 
great am >unt of good, and was largely at­ 
tended. 
Atter relinquishing the charge of j 
Trinity parish, be engaged actively in the 
work ot cultivating and improving his 
farm, and continued in this occupation of 
his youth to the time of his death, with the 
exception ct four years, during which he 
was postmaster of this city. 
All bus domestic rcUuon9 were exceeding* 
ly and uninterruptedly happy. His social 
relations were also pleasant. 
His manners 
were without ostentation; the “daily beau­ 
ty of his life” was such as to draw around 
him, from the ranks of the high .and the 
low, the rich and the poor, the simple and 
the wise, men, women and children who 
loved md reverenced him, and who w ill 
honor and cherish his memory. 
Mr. Huger was endowed by nature with 
a mind ot much v,g >r, and became prod, 
dent in the exact sciences and literature, 
and gaye muon study and reflection to the 
immediate subject of his profession. 
As 
an orator, many of his clerical compeers 
were superior to him; but as a writer and 
a reasoner, few, It any of them, surpassed 
him. ii s sermons were practical* rather 
than doctrinal; and while he believed in 
the creed of his church, and was ready to 
maintain it on every,proper occasion, and 
to give a reason for his belief, yet he chose 
rather, as a means ot greater good, to lay 
before his bearers th >se truths aud princi­ 
ples which were delivered by the Master 
during the period of His ministry, and 
which, by the generations of men who 
have since lived, have been regarded aa di­ 
vine 
Mr. Huger spent little time in recreation, 
rarely wearied aud never rested. 
During 
the active period of his clerical life, the 
“m anner vac Ilion” had not o m e to be an 
incident of the clerical office, aud he 
wrought on, through summer and winter, 
beat and cold, seeking to perform the trust 
ol his high Allice acceptably to Him whom 
he served, and to the spiritual welfare and 
advancement of the people. 
The respect an i affection cherished for 
him and his kindly ways have been most 


tioned in one of the Territories. Of the 
three daughters, two are married—Cornelia 
M , the eldest, to Mr. Pease, of this city ; 
and Addle, to Rev. George W. DuLbsr, a 
chaplain in the United States army. The 
youngest daughter, Augusta, resides at the 
home of her parents. Mrs Huger is quite 
advanced in years, but is in the enjoyment 
of good health. 


ARE BETTER TIMES COMING? 
For more than five years the nation bas 
been struggling under the effects of a 
fiuancial panic. It came in 1873, and has 
not left us yet. Over production both 
agriculture and manufacturing, an i con­ 
sequent more producers than consumers, 
has sent down prices, closed the doors of 
mills, foundries, and factories, and has 
thrown thousands out of legislate em­ 
ployment. Farmers have not received re­ 
munerative prices for gram as a general 
rule, and the market has been glutted 
with all kins of manufacture! articles.

Toe country merchant being behind on ac­ 
count of the farmer, the city merchant aud 
nearly all manufacturing interests, and 
finally the wholesalers in the larger cities 
were made to suffer. 
Adding to these 
causes the agitation in favor of paper in­ 
flation and the uncertainly of resumption, | 
we have had powerful influences in creat­ 
ing “hard times.” 
But how Is it now ? The year 1*78 prom­ 
ises to sec the birth of a new order of things 
Mills are returning to activitv. Farmers 
are anticipating good crops and fair prices, 
inflation is dead. Resumption is a living 
fact. The dawn of prosperity is shedding its 
rays over 
the- country. The 
balance 
of 
trade is in our favor. 
Capital­ 
ists 
are 
more 
confident. Business 
enterprises are receiving a fresh impetus. 
The West is looking more hopeful,and the 
East is smilin g over the revival of trade 
Everything indicates a speedy return to 
good times, and to a sound currency—a 
paper worth its face in gold. With any sort 
of a harvest during the coming summer, 
and with a fair demand abroad lur our ex­ 
ports, the close of the present year should 
see the country firmly fixed on the lock of 
prosperity.

Manuring corn in the hill bus the (fleet 
on poor soil of pushing the crop forward in 
the start, 
flog manure in particular will 
do this. The effect is quite wonJerful, but 
it gradually disappears, and in the fall, 
when the crop is gathered, little if any dif­ 
ference is seen between the manured and 
una.anured laud. It is a permanent im­ 
pression that is wanted, and this will be 
the better secured by applying the m a­ 
nure broaJcast. The reason of this will be 
seen when it is considered that the roots of 
the corn after it has grown, spread out in 
all directions, occupying with a net-work 
the whole extent ot the ground. 
Hence 
the benefit of working the ground, as also 
of broadcast manuring. This explains why 
working between the rows, and leavmg 
unstirred the soil in immediate or near 
contact with the hills, proves a success. It 
also explains why corn thrives upon sod; 
the-sod is everywhere, fetding the roots as I Minnesota, a 
they extend. 
I Nervous Affec 
Manure, however, Las a benefit when cmI,y’ *orclf 
applied in the hill. 
It will attract or fur - 
nish moisture and give increased lorce to 
the plant, thus favoring it in a drouth and 
starting it the sooner, just as any rich 
ground will do. The better way is to fol­ 
low the plow with an evenly spread coat cd 
manure, giving time enough t » wash out 
the soluble parts before planting, where sod 
i9 turned down for manure, and the Bur­ 
lace soil needs a stimulent to start the seed. 
The better way, however, is to turn down 
the sod early enough and to follow with a 
coat of manure or some fertilizer, as corn 
will do better for the increased richness, 
there being sufficient at the surface to start 
well the crop without our manuring in the 
kill. 
Thus there will be a well sustained 
growth from the time of planting to the 
end of the season, the increase of fertility 
securing an increase of yield, aud a better 
preparation of our land for the crops that 
are to follow. 
Besides, the high condition 
of the laud will, in a measure, be a guard 
against the mishaps ut the season.

If death by drowning be inevitable, a? 
in a. shipwreck, the easiest way to die 
would be to suck water into the lungs by a 
poweriui inspiration as soon as one went 
beneath the surface. A person who bad the 
courage to do this would probably become 
almost immediately unconscious, and never 
rise to the surface. As soon as the Haiti

A River Intensely Salt. 
From tho Nevada E nterprise. 
It was very long supposed that the brack* 
ishness ot Sail rlycr, Arizona, was caused 
by the stream running over a bed of salt 
somewhere along its course. Its waters are 
pure and fresh lrom where it heads in the 
White Mountains to within filty miles of 
where it empties into the Gila. Fifty miles 
from its junction with the Gila there comes 
into it a stream et water that is intensely 
salL 
I his stream pours out of the side ol 
a large mountain, and is from twenty to 
thirty feet deep. It is very rapid and pours 
Into the Salt river a great volume of waler. 
Here could be easily manufactured sub 
cient sail to supply the world. 
All that 
would be necessary would be to dig ditches 
and lead the brine to ba&rns in the nearest 
deserts. The heat of inc suu wou.d make 
the salt. 
Were there a railroad near the 
stream its waters would doubtless soon be 
turned aud led to immense evaporating 
ponds. It la supposed that the interior ol 
the mountain out of which the stream 
dows is largely composed of rock salt.

ested in the affairs of this world. 
It is a 
uuiJn of means, science and omnipotence. 
This psalm was written by Daniel after his 
escape from his enemies—and it illustrates 
the Christian's confidence in an overruling 
providence! ll Is at once one of the most 
consoling and iucitirg causes of right ac­ 
tion. 
As man Is able by the exercise of 
Jaleut aud ingenuity to make the most com­ 
plex machines of the greatest Importance 
to man s happiness, so God, in a greater 
sense and with greater wisdom, works 
always in accordance with laws which 
m in may- not always understand,to accom­ 
plish his btiieficeut designs. 
Likewise this belief leads man to culti­ 
vate the virtue of patience. History records 
that people have in all ages taken refuge in 
auguries and oracles to learn of their wel­ 
fare and of their Suture. They knew not 
where to look for succor and light-

Christian's light conics from on high and

Hts children are not assured that they will 
be protected and guided ii they are unfaith­ 
ful in their obligations to their creator.
